MIGRATION. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 
Speaking before the American Legion 
| convention in San Francisco, Secretary of 
Labor Davis urged even stricter immigra­ 
tion restriction than is now provided. Speci- ] 
tying the points 
upon 
which he believes 
our immigration 
program 
ought to be 
based, Mr. Davis put first “the examina-j 
don of every prospective immigrant before 
he leaves his native land.” 
That, he said, 
could be attended to by the governments t 
abroad who would thus protect their de­ 
parting nationals from distress. 
We can agree with the secretary of labor 
in principle. We ought both to restrict im­ 
migration and to impose no unnecessary 
hardships upon 
prospective 
immigrants. 
But Representative 
James 
B. Aswell of 
Louisiana, who has recently returned from 
an extensive tour of Europe, gives another 
thought. He says “the governments of Eu-1 
rope are endeavoring to hold their really 
desirable citizens at home and are striving 
to unload on the United States the great 
mass of depraved 
and 
degenerates with 
which their cities are crowded.” 
That appears natural and probable. The 
point must emphasize the innumerable dan­ 
gers in contemplated changes of our im­ 
migration law. 
If it is true, we certainly 
cannot afford to put the selection of immi­ 
grants in the hands of the foreign govern­ 
ments, even for the humane purpose of sav­ 
ings them distress. 
It makes clear that our immigration law 
which expires next June 
and 
must be 
amended, replaced or repassed before that 
time, must have the closest scrutiny from 
all angles. 
A safe and necessary rule, we 
believe would be that sentiment for the im­ 
migrant must never be allowed to obscure 
the best interests of the United States. The 
moment sentiment comes into the question 
we are in danger.

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OUR NEW AMBASSADOR. 
It is settled that George Harvey’s succes­ 
sor as ambassador to Great Britain is to be 
former Senator Frank B. Kellogg of Min­ 
nesota. 
According to some reports, Mr. 
Root was offered the post, but declined it, 
and it is said also that ex-Govemor Lowden 
of Illinois was approached with an intima­ 
tion that he would make an excellent am­ 
bassador. If these stories are true Mr. Kel­ 
logg represents the president’s third choice. 
That, however, does 
not 
detract greatly 
from the compliment which has been paid 
him, nor does it alter the 
gratifying fact 
the United States will now have a worthy 
representative at the court of St. James. 
Mr. Kellogg, who is a distinguished law­ 
yer, made an excellent record in the senate, 
where he served for six years. 
He would 
be in the senate today but for the wave of 
discontent which has swept over the north­ 
west and carried down with it some who 
should have been spared its fury. 
Mr. Kel­ 
logg was not advanced enough to suit the 
Minnesota of Shipstead and Magnus John­ 
son, and so he became a “lame duck.” Ac­ 
cording to some accounts, President Har­ 
ding, who had a soft spt in his heart for 
lame ducks, had decided before his death 
that Kellogg should have the London post 
at the conclusion of George Harvey’s ser­ 
vice. 
If this is correct President Coolidge 
has simply carried out the wish of his for­ 
mer chief. As the New York Times’ Wash­ 
ington correspondent puts it, Mr. Coolidge 
“found it easy to keep the promise of his 
predecessor after it was 
found 
that ex- 
Governor Lowden of Illinois would not con­ 
sent to leave 
the United 
States at this 
time.” 
Aside from the fact that 
this country 
gets a fit ambassador, the most interesting 
things in connection with the appointment 
are Mr. Lowden’s reported refusal of the 
post and the question whether the selection 
of this westerner will help to appease the 
west. 
If Mr. Lowden turned down this of­ 
fer it is a pretty sure sign that he is going 
to have a try for the nomination and that 
the administration regards his presidential 
aspirations with some anxiety.

noticed. At least I have noticed it. 
The other day, for example, I saw 
a lot of friendly cow birds having 
a regular afternoon chnt in a field. 
**l don’t know when I’ve seen to 
many of them together. 
“And I saw a group of lovely 
bluebirds high up In the air having 
a sociable time with each other, 
talking 
in 
their 
soft, 
beautiful 
voices, soon to start away for the 
winter. 
“Mr. Northern Shrike ha* cousins 
named Loggerhead Shrikes. 
The 
L o g g e r h e a d s wear white waistcoats 
a n d their black touches are blacker 
than those of the Northern Shrikes 
—for though I said the Northern 
Shrikes have black touches often 
It's a gray black and the Logger­ 
heads don’t care for gray. 
“The Loggerheads are a little 
smaller than the Northern Shrikes. 
They whistle In their harsh way 
and they build their nests In thick­ 
ets of twigs and leaves. 
“They lay five or six or even 
seven eggs so that many little Log­ 
gerheads come clong to do the 
cruel things their family has al­ 
ways delighted In doing. 
“Shrikes, It Is true, eat grasshop­ 
pers and small mice but they eat 
little bird* too. And they kill more 
than they ran eat and leave their 
food hanging upon thorns or twigs, 
so 
that 
often 
they 
are 
called 


butcher birds because their homes 
look like butcher shops. 
“The 
Northern 
Shrikes 
have 
breasts which are barred. 
They 
have feet which are like the feet 
of other small birds and it Is al­ 
most impossible for them to bold 
their prey In their grasp. 
So they 
hang It on thorns and tear the bits 
they want to eat from these hooks 
of theirs by pulling with their 
beaks. 
“But they leave a great deal on 
the thorns which they do not want 
to eat, and that is the worst part 
of them. For they have eyes which 
are bigger than their stomachs, as 
the saying Is. 
Tfivy think they 
want more to eat than they reuily 
can eat. 
“And, too, it shows such a horrid 
nature to want to kill little birds, 
even when they’re aure they have 
enough to eat in the home us it Isl 
“But Mr. Northern Shrike was 
fooled the other day. He was look­ 
ing out of his cruel eyes and seeing 
what there was about for him when 
suddenly he noticed there seemed 
to be no birds about at all. 
“What 
had 
happened T

“And what do you suppose had 
happened T* 
“I can’t possibly guess,” said

This is a psalm of David the king, 
and therefore show§ the conduct of a 
ruler, 
It is divided into two sections 
—the first, verses 1-4, refers to person­ 
al conduct, and the second, 5-8, to the 
government of others. This part of the 
lesson can only refer to the destruc­ 
tion of the saloon in the sense that all 
evil Is to be uprooted and destroyed. 
1. Personal Conduct (w . 1-4). 
(I) 
Kindness and Judgment (v. I ) ; (2) 
wise behavior (v. 2 ); (3) all malice 
put away (v. 3 ); all wickedness put 
aside (v. 4). 
2. Government of Others ( v t . 5-S). 
Only as one is right in his own heart 
and life Is he fit to rule others. 
As a 
righteous man he will be against (I) 
the slanderer (v. 5). He will not tol­ 
erate such in his presence. 
(2) The 
worker of deceit (v. 7). The deceitful 
man and the liar are to be removed 
from his sight. 
(3) All workers of in­ 
iquity, (▼. 8). It Is the duty of rulers 
to see that all workers of wickedness 
of all kinds be cut off. The manufac­ 
turer and seller of liquor should be re­ 
garded as notorious workers of Iniqui­ 
ty. 
Those who blight manhood for 
sordid gain are grossly wicked. 
II. Th* Awful 
Ruin Wrought by 
Strong Drink (Prov. 23:29-35). 
I. Woes of Those Who Indulge In 
Wine (vv. 2, 30). 
(I) The awful pain 
which causes one to cry out, "Oh!” 
Many, indeed, are the pains which men 
suffer because of strong dnnk. Bodily 
ills innumerable can be traced to Its 
evil influence. (2) The bitte? remorse, 
which causes one ta cry out, “Alas!” 
Many are the expressions of bitter re­ 
gret which daily come from the lips 
of the drunkard. 
(3) Contention— 
strife and quarreling. 
Much of the 
fighting among men is directly caused 
by their passions being inflamed by 
strong drink. The drunken man is al­ 
ways ready to take offense, as well as 
to give It. 
(4) Babblings and com­ 
plainings. 
The wlnebibber complains 
of everything—ill luck, loss of friends, 
of fate and of God. 
He sees every­ 
thing wrong but himself. 
(5) Wounds 
without cause. 
These are wounds 
from fights In which a sober man 
would net have engaged, and from ac­ 
cidents which are purely the result of 
intoxication. 
.(6) 
Redness of eyes. 
This has reference to the blood shot 
eye of the tippler which dims his 
vision. 
All these woei come upon 
those who tarry long at wine. 
II. The Attitude Enjoined (v. 31). 
Look not at It. Do not put yourself 
Into the way of temptation 
The only 
safe attitude toward strong drink is 
total abstinence, and the only way to 
total abstinence is not to even look 
at it. 
III. The Drunkard's Bitter End ( v t . 
32-35). 
1. Acute Miseries. 
“It blteth like a 
serpent and stingeth like an adder.” 
Strong drink. Uke the poison of a ser­ 
pen r# permeates the whole system and 
ends in the most fatal consequences. 
2. Perversion of the Morel Sense. 
This excitement causes the eyes to be­ 
hold strange things. This denotes tile 
fantastic images produced on the brain 
of the drunkard. Even when delirium 
tremens does not result, there are aw­ 
ful fancies which are beyond the pos­ 
sibility of realization. 
Then does his 
heart utter perverse things. His moral 
sense being perverted, his utterances 
partake of the same. He tells lies; his 
words cannot be relied upon. 
3. He Is Insensible to Danger (r. 
34). He Is foolhardy, even as one who 
would lie In the top of a ship's mast, 
where there Is the greatest danger of 
falling off. 
e> 
4. He Is Insensible to Pain (v. 35). 
The drunkard Is utterly Ignorant of 
what happens to him while under the 
Influence 
of 
strong 
drink. 
Many 
bruises and wounds the drunkard has j 
which he cannot account for. 
5. His Abject Bondage (v. 35). After 
all his sufferings, sorrow and disap­ 
pointments, he goes on as a bond 
slave in the ways of sin. 
6. HeU at Last. No drunkard shall in­ 
herit the kingdom of heaven (I Cor. 
6:10).

“In 1020, as we dll know, ‘a little 
band of Pilgrims’ 
came to this

country—brave, fearless souls, who 
had already met with difficulties 
and were not afraid to face more. 
“They had already tried to cross 
the Atlantic, but their ships had 
leaked and they had to go back. 
“But they would have nothing to 
d o V ith a word such as failure and 
this Is, I think, in itself an in­ 
spiration to all of us when we feel 
discouraged and as though we were 
falling In what we are trying to do 
—-and so at last the Mayflower left 


Plymouth, In Devonshire. England, 
and anchored 
on 
the 
American 
coast November 21. 
“Here they were going to have 
freedom and, though the trip had 
been a terrible one, and though 
there were only a hundred of them, 
ali told, to keep up each other's 
spirits, they did not lose heart. 
“They had planned to land on the 
New Jersey coast, but, driven as 
they had been by gales and storms, 
they found themselves on the north­ 
ern shore of Cape Cod, New Eng­ 
land. 
“Finally they chose Plymouth as 
their colony. Then came a terrible 
winter, when ever half of their 
number died, but in the spring 
those who had lived through the 
winter still would not use the word 
failure—and decided to stay. 
“And then, at last, came harvest 
time, and hope and great thankful­ 
ness was in tin* hearts of these peo­ 
ple. 
“So that In the autumn of 1621 
they set aside a day in which they 
gave ‘solemn thanksgiving to the 
glorious H earer of P ray ers!’ 
“The first national celebration of 
Thanksgiving was In 1789, when 
George Washington set Thursday, 
November 26, of that year, as a 
day to be observed In which to give 
thanks for the blessings of the 
year. 
“It was Abraham Lincoln who 
recommended that the last Thurs­ 
day In November should be ob­ 
served as a day of 'thanksgiving. 
And ever since then it has been 
observed encl* year nil over the 
country, and not from time to time 
and in different states, according to 
whether their governors proclaimed 
It as such. Formerly that had been 
the custom. 
. 
“So it was Lincoln who gave us 
this day as a national holiday and 
day of Thanksgiving for every year. 
“But It was tecause of that little 
group of people so many years ago 
that we have so much for which to 
be thankful. 
“Sometimes It Is hard to think 
that such terrible days followed one 
after the other, for the country Is 
so big and prosperous and culti­ 
vated now. 
“But everything has to be begun! 
And It seems to me that our pres­ 
ent-day Joyous Thanksgivings are 
just what those people, so full of 
pluck, would have wanted us to 
have. 
“For people who could be so 
brave and who could endure so 
much for what they believed was 
right, 
could not 
help 
but have 
hearts full of love 
and 
Joyous 
strength capable of great happi­ 
ness.”
